NEW ZEALAND 
EXPENSES 


The cost of the Queensland play- 
ers’ expenses to and from Sydney, 
selectors’ expenses, equipment of 
team and sundry smaller items 
have to be borne by the N.S.W. and 
Queensland Associations. The pro- 
ceeds of the matches on May 6th 
have been earmarked towards pro- 
viding N.S.W.’s share of these ex- 
penses, and the remainder will be 
used towards the providing of a 
small allowance to touring players, 


COMPETITION RULES. 
Players Eligible for Second Grade. 


Players who have played three 
matches in any one season with a 
first grade team have qualified as 
first grade players and cannot play 
second grade without obtaining per- 
mission from the Association to. do 
s0. “More than five matches with 
the higher grade club” are now 
allowed before the right to resume 
the. lower status is taken away. 
But that alteration only affects this 
season’s players. 


Peculiar ideas are held by .some 
club secretaries. Because their 
club applied to be placed in the 
first grade, but was placed in the 
second grade; they imagine that 
they can play players of last year 
who were first graders. But they 
cannot; only permission was given 
to Fire Brigades and Callan Park, 
and they can only play their last 
year’s players. 


New clubs who may not be con- 
versant with the rules and who 
have any doubts as to the qualifica- 
tion of their players, should get in 
touch with Mr. G. K. Martin, 

The rules in connection with per- 


mits are fairly liberal and are as 
follows:— 


1 Piayers may rise from second 
grade to first grade, but should 
More than five (5) matches be 
played in any one season in the 
higher grade permission must 
be obtained from the Associa- 
tion to resume second grade 
status, 


Permission may be granted if 
(1) the first part of this rule 
is complied with and (2) the 
player cannot hold his place in 
the first grade club he has 
qualified for, 


First grade players of the pre- 
vious year will'also, on. appli- 
cation, be allowed permission 
to play in second grade, if the 
Association is satisfied that (1) 
he cannot get a place in the 
first grade team of the club he 
played for the previous season 
or (2) that he cannot get a 
place in any first grade club 
residentially convenient.

“Gil” Storey, the captain of Bal- 
main Gladstones, playing centre- 
half against Newcastle, is a vigor- 
ous type of player of the heady 
variety. He is a good tackler, sees 
his forwards are in position before 
parting with the ball, and does a 
prodigious amount of work.

Will New Zealand Fall Into Line? 


The Commonweaith Football As- 
sociation has received no reply yet 
to the cable recently sent to Eng- 
land inviting an English combina- 
tion to visit Australasia in 1923, 
and asking under what terms the 
English Association was prepared 
to send such a team. The C.F.A. 
is quite prepared to “pay all and 
take all” if the Football Association 
decide to send the team and require 
Australia to take the whole risk of 


the venture, and has, per the Com- ~ 


mittee appointed by it (Messrs. 
Barlow and Lukeman), prepared an 
itinerary and estimated the cost 
of the tour. It has gone further, 
inasmuch as the various States 
have been assessed and have 
been asked to take steps to 
raise the amounts allotted to them. 
The big question, however, is 
whether the New Zealand Associa- 
tion will fall into line and sanction 
the tour in 1923, It is understood 
that they have advanced reasons 
why the tour should not take place 
till 1924, and, in consequence, the 
New South Wales Association, at 
its last meeting, decided to author- 
ise its representative in New Zea- 
land during the coming tour to rep- 
resent it at a conference between 
New Zealand, Queensland, New 
South. Wales and. the -C.F.A.,:.repre- 
sented by Mr. Barlow, who intends 
journeying to New Zealand for the 
express purpose of discussing the 
thatter there.

ORGANISATION, 


The Soccer 'Code is probably fur- 
ther advanced in the direction of 
decentralised control than any 
other similar sporting body in this 
State, and it is proposed here to 
give a slight resume of the func- 
tions and activities of the various 
Associations, The New South Wales 
Association has jurisdiction over 
inter-State, inter-district and State 
championship matches. Interna- 
tional football is arranged and con- 
trolled by the recently re-inaugur- 
ated Commonwealth Football As- 
sociation, which each of the associa- 
tions affiliated to the New South 
Wales Association ‘control their 
own local competitions. Of these 
the Metropolitan Association, the 
Northern Districts Association, and 
the Illawarra District Associations 
are easily the strongest, and their 
activities are well-known. The 
South Maitland British Football As- 
sociation and the Western Districts 
Association (headquarters at Lith- 
gow) are the only other associa- 
tions catering for senior football. 
The S.M.B.F.A, bas not for the past 
couple of years conducted a ist 
Grade Competition, but 2nd Graders 
and 8rd Graders (all-age juniors) 
are provided for. In addition, suc- 

cessful junior competitions are con- 
ducted.. Greater advancement may 
be looked for in this centre in 
future, owing to the acquisition by 

- the S.MLB.F.A. of a home ground 
situated near the Weston Railway 
Station. The W.D.S.F.A., owing to 
the general. industrial slackness at 
their headquarters, which has had 
a depressing effect on their compe- 
titions, has not advanced far as 
regards senior football. The junior 
football is more virile, however, 
and we may expect here a general 
improvement shortly. 


Important Junior Competitions 
are conducted by both the Metro- 
politan Junior Football Association 
and the Granville District Football 
Association, The M.J.F.A.,° which 
has always been hampered through 
not possessing a home ground, has, 
we are pleased to report, recently 
obtain a five years’ lease, under cer- 
tain conditions, of a good enclosed 
playing area in Primrose Park. The 
G.D.F.A. has, of course, always had 

‘a home ground in Clyde Oval. This 

_ year, however, that Association had 
to have made, owing to the sale by 
auction of the old ground, a new 
playing area, which is in close prox- 
imity to the old one, and is ta 
known as Clyde Oval, 
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Two other Soccer organisations 
doing good work in the Metropoli- 
tan area are the Protestant 
Churches’ Association and the Boy 
Scouts’ Association. Both are affili- 
ated to the Metropolitan Soccer 
Football Association. The proposed 
New England Association has not 
eventuated, but the Armidale Club 
is working hard with that object in 
view. This Association has helped 
the game in Armidale by arranging 
for the playing of matches in that 
centre by both the New South 
Wales and Queensland touring 
sides.

1. The Metropolitan Soccer Football Association hereby inaugurates an Insurance 


Fund for the monetary assistance of players injured whilst playing, as hereinafter 
provided. 


2. Claims will only be considered from duly registered players on books of the 
Metropolitan Soccer Football Association, injured whilst playing in games sanctioned 
by the aforesaid Association, and/or the New South Wales Soccer Football Association 


3. On inauguration, the M.S.F. Association shall subsidise the Fund to the exten 
of a fifty pounds (£50) donation. 


4. Claimant must make personal report of accident to Management Committee of 7 
that Association not later than the Monday following such accident, and at the same 
time hand in written report, endorsed by the Captain and Hon. Secretary or Officer o 
the Club, and accompanied by a medical certificate. In the event of the player being 
unable, through being incapacitated, to personally report to the Management Committee, 
same is to be notified, when written report may be accepted from claimant or from some 
person with his (claimant’s) authority and on his behalf. 


5. No claim will be allowed where player takes part in any game, within eight 


(8) days after receiving injury, for which claim is made. The fund shall be administered _ 
by the Management Committee, who shall all be the Trustees of the Fund. Subscription 
shall be five shillings (5/-) per player per season (as understood by the M.S.F.A.), entit 
ling a player to an allowance of one pound (£1) per week, or ten shillings (10/-) per. 

_ player per season, entitling him to a two pounds (£2) per week allowance. No player 
shall be allowed to subscribe more than ten shillings (10/-). 


6. Allowances will not be made to any one player for more than thirteen (13) 
weeks in all in any one season. 


7. In the event of claims at any time absorbing all income, further benefits shall 
cedse, and members subscribe on this understanding. 


8. Any claimant claiming allowance for any period beyond one week, shall produce 
a renewed or further medical certificate, which, in the view-of the Management Committee, _ 
justifies a further allowance, and so on from week to week. ;
